NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 
city sales tax, that much- 
maligned but eagerly-accept- 
ed revenue getter, is snow- 
balling throughout the state 
Yesterday at least three more 
cities joined the list of those 
imposing the tax. 


While it might be sniffed at in 


many governmental quarters, it's 
the best thing in sight to replenish 
city coffers. 


The Illinois Chamber of Com- 


merce has just come out with a 
booklet explaining the provisions 
of the new sales tax law and a&o 
those of the utility tax. Particular- 
ly interesting is the sales tax law 
aa it affects cities with a com- 
mission form of government, such 
aa Dixon. 


The C. of C. pamphlet explains: 
"For cities not having the com- 


minion form of government, a 
sales tax Ordinance must be pub 
lished within 10 days of it» enact- 
ment and the tax becomes effec- 
tive the first day of the calendar 
month next following: the expira- 
tion of the publication period. Dif- 
ferent provisions are in force, 
however, in respect to cities hav- 
ing the commission form of gov- 
«rnment. 


"The proposition of a sale* 


tax for a commission city (and 
there are 72 of them in the 
rtate) is subject to approval of 
the voter* at an election required 
to be held on- the question of 
having or not having the tax/ 
provided that the voters of the 
city petition for Mich an election. 
"The specific circumstances sur- 


rounding the enactment of the tax, 
its effective date, and file situation 
in regard to the election depend on 
whether the ordinance providing 
for the tax contains a statement of 
urgency. 


"If, in a commission city, an 


ordinance providing for a city 
•ales tax is passed with a state- 
ment of urgency the tax takes 
effect on the first day of the next 
month. In the event, however, 
that a petition by 10 per cent of 
the voters is filed in protest to 
the tax within a specified time 
period, the question of approving 
or disapproving the tax must be 
submitted at an election. If a 
majority of the vote* cast favor 
the tax it remains in effect, and 
if a majority of the vote fe 
against the tax it becomes in- 
operative as of the close of the 
then current fiscal year of the 
city. 
"If an ordinance is passed with- 


out a statement of urgency, the 
ordinance does not, at a minimum, 
take effect for a 30-day period. 
During this time voters may peti- 
tion in protest of the tax. If pro- 
test is made, the ordinance is 
suspended from going into opera- 
tion and the city council must re- 
consider the ordinance, either re- 
pealing it or submitting it to an 
election where a majority vote is

The taxes in re- 
spect to gas, electricity and 
water, are for the use of these 
products within the

U. S. Facing 
Hardest Task 
In Its History 


Patience, Sacrifice 
Needed ttf Keep Hope 
Of Mankind Kindled 
WASHINGTON — UP) — 


President Eisenhower told the 
nation Monday night a spark 
of world peace was ignited al 
the Big Four conference. But 
he said much patience and 
sacrifice and "some giving on 
each side" will be needed to 
keep that spark alive. 


Winding up a radio-TV report on 


last week's talks—which, he said, 
included no secret agreements— 
the President declared: 


"I believe that only with pray- 


erful patience, intelligence, cour- 
age and tolerance—never forget- 
ting vigilance and prudence—can 
we keep alive the spark ignited 
at Geneva. . . . 


Difficult Duty 


"We, all of us, individually and 


as a people, have 'possibly the 
most difficult assignment of our 
nation's history. Likewise, we have 
the .most shirting opportunity ever 
possessed 
by Americans.

He said the '"acid test" oif'the 
eneva talks will come next Octo- 


ber, when the Big Four foreign 
ministers meet to seek specific 
agreements on some of the broad 
problems taken up by their chiefs. 


"Then is when reconciliation and 


some giving on each side will be 
definitely necessary." he said. 


At another point, he said: 
"Now, for myself, I do not be- 


little the obstacles lying ahead on 
the road to a secure and just 
peace. ... I do not blink the fact 
that all of us must continue to 
sacrifice for what we believe to 
be best for the safety of ourselves 
and for the preservation of the 
things in which we believe. 


All Want Peace 


"But I do know the people of 


the world want peace. 


"Moreover, every other indivi- 


dual who was at Geneva likewise 
felt this longing of mankind . . ." 


The President spoke, glancing 


occasionally at hand-written notes, 
from his oval office in the White 
House. In this first direct report 
to the nation on the Geneva meet- 
ing, he listed four main results of 
his talks with the Russian, British 
and French chiefs of government: 


1. "A sharpened realization by 


the world that the United States 
will go to any length, consistent 
\\ith our concepts of decency, jus- 
tice and nght, to obtain peace. For 
this purpose we will work coop- 
eiatively with the Soviets and any 
other people as long as there is 
sincerity of purpose and a genu- i 
ine desire to go ahead." 


2. "A growing realization by all" 


—including the Soviets—"that nu- 
clear warfare pursued to. the ulti- 
mate could be practically race sia- 
:ide." 


3. "A 
realization that negotia- i 


ions can be conducted without

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Increase in Cattle Feeding 
May Weaken Beef Market 


By L. H. SIMEKL 


University of Illinois 


Farmers are fattening- more cat- 


tle than ever before at this time of 
the year. According to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, farm- 
ers in 13 major feeding states were 
fattening 31 609,000 head of cattle 
on July 1. This number was an in- 
crease of 13 per cent over last 
year, which was probably a rec- 
ord for the date. 


Cattle-feeding 
operations 
have 


been greater all this year than 
they were a year earlier. Num- 
bers of cattle on feed Jan. 1 were 
up 8 per cent from the vear be- 
fore, while April 1 numbers were 
12 per ctfnt abo\e those in 1954. 


This report of bigger cattle-feed- 


ing operations is not cheering- to 
farmers. Recent pnces for fat 
cattle have been nearlv 10 per 
cent below those of a year ago, 
and the lowest for this time of 
year since wartime pnce ceilings. 


13 Per Cent In Illinois 


Iowa continues to be the biggest 


cattle-feeding state. 
On Julv 1 


Iowa farmers were feeding about 
1,031.000 head of cattle. 9 per cent 
more than last year. Illinois rank- 
ed second m the Corn Belt with 
440,000 head, 13 per cent more 
than last year. Nebraska was third 
feeding- 408,000 head, 3 per cent 
more than one year before The 
Corn Belt as a whole ((11 North- 
Central states^ reported over 2 - 
800,000 head of cattle on feed, 10 
per cent more than last year. Cali- 
fornia feeders were fattening 457- 
000 head of cattle on July 1, 33 
per cent more than last year. 


The weights of cattle on feed 


ehow one important change from 
last year- Weights over 1.000 
pounds make up 12 per cent of the 
total thus year compared 
with 


only 9 per cent in 1954. 


Seventy-two per cent of the cat- 


tle on feed this year are steers 
compared with 75 per cent last 
year 
Twenty-five per cent are 


heifers compaied with 22 per cent 
a year ago. Most of the remaining 
3 per cent are classed as calves. 


TDIE OX FEED 


Cattle now on feed have been 


fed about the same length of time 
as la-st vear In the three leading 
rorn-helt states 20 per cent have 
been on feed less than 3 months, 


Insect 
Control 


34 per cent 3 to S months, and 46 
per cent more than 6 months. 


Most of the increase in cattle on 


feed seems like to ehow up at the 
markets after Sept. 1. Farmers in 
the four major feeding states said 
they would send one million head 
to market before Sept. 1, the same 
as last year. Headed for market j 
after Sept. were 1,337,000 head of 
cattle, 25 per cent more than last 
year. 


For two years the beef cattle 


industry has been notable for its 
big volume and its stability. Beef 
production has averaged about 79 
pounds per person per year com- 
pared with 50 to 60 pounds in most | 
of the previous 25 years. Cattle ] 
numbers have leveled off at around ' 
95 million head compared with 63 
to 85 million on other years since j 
1930.

Moth 
emergence and egg-laying may oc- 
cur, however, over a period of 
several weeks.

\Aith this potential, seveie dam- 


age from the second" geneiation 
appears inevitable if noimal de- 
velopment occurs, and a large ac- 
reage of corn may profitably be 
protected with an application of 
DDT. 


S\\fret corn canners should be 


prepared to treat some fields by 
the end of this week, as moths will 
undoubtedly be depositing eggs. 
At regular intervals look for corn 
borer eggs in all fields that are 
t\'o or moie H-eeks fiom harvest.

Oats Make 
Good Corn 
Substitute 


URBANA — You may be inter- 


ested in feeding some cheap oats 
to livMtock this summer. 


G. R. Carlisle, extension live- 


stock specialist at the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, 
points out. for instance, that while 
the maiket value of a pound of oats 
is only slightly more than 60 per- 
cent of that of a pound of com. 
the two are equal in feed value 
tor fattening: hogs. 


Just be suie that oats do not 


make up more than one-fourth of 
the swine ration, Carlisle says. 
Any more than that will slow the 
rate of gum. 


For fattening1 beef cattle, two 


bushels of oats are about equal to 
on* bushel of corn. During" the ear- 
ly part of the feeding- period you 
can feed more, but during- the last 
third of the time oats should not 
make up more than one-fourth of 
the gram ration for cattle. 


For fattening lambs, oats have 


a feeding- value about 80 percent 
of that of shelled corn, the special- 
ist says. That means that >ou will 
have to feed about one ar.rl one- 
fourth pounds of oat's for eveiy 
pound of corn you take out of the 
i at ion. 


Gnnd the oats coarse for beef 


cattle; grind them fine for hogs 
and feed them to lambs whole 


Oats are higher in minerals and 


protein than corn and make excel- 
lent feed for breeding- animals, 
Carlisle suggests You can use up 
to 50 per cent of oats in the gram 
ration for these animals.

Forest Fires 
In Ontario 
Unchecked 


TORONTO («—Canadian officials 


said today 6,000 men battling more 
than 150 forest fires in the Ontario 
woods may be in the fire lines un- 
til September. 


"We are trying to do 'the impos- 


sible," 
a 
forest 
ranger 
said. 


"We're putting out 14 fires a day 
but that's not fast enough because 
they are breaking out at the rate 
of 20 a day." 


The latest count was 153 fires 


with 33 burning unchecked in the 
timber-rich north country. 
More 


than 200,000 acres of prime timber 
have been burned. 


Fires were out of control in the 


areas of Sioux Lookout, Tweed, 
Gogama, Chapleau, Kapuskasing, 
Swastika, Sunbury, Cochrane, and 
Sault Ste.

The guards, all hard-working and 


active, have been donating blood 
every two weeks, about five times 
the frequency approved for the 
average donor by the American 
Red Cross. 


In the unusual part of the exper- 


iment, the blood is broken down 
into plasma and red corpuscles, 
and the red blood cells are im- 
mediately returned to the donors' 
system by the apparatus, known 
as the Cohn blood fractionator. 


It is the loss of these cells 


through a normal donation that 
limits the number of times and 
the frequency a person can give 
blood. It takes about a month for 
the body to build up red blood 
cells but lost plasma can be re- 
plenished overnight. 


Joseph Smolens, bacteriologist in 


charge of the project at the Chil- 
dren's Hospital in 
Philadelphia, 


said the Fairmount Park guards 
have shown no ill effects in the

The Senate has passed it in differ- 
ent form. 


The Senate works on a $1.826,- 


111,611 supplemental money bill— 
the cleanup appropriations mea- 
sure for this year with items in 
it for dozens of government agen- 
cies. This has cleared the House 
in different form. 


The Senate also i.s likely to send 


to President Eisenhower a com- 
promise military reserve bill de- 


signed to provide an eventual 
force of 2,900.000 trained men. The 
House passed it Monday. 


The Senate Democratic Policy 


Committee, which serves as a traf- 
fic control for legislation, Mon- 
day held up a stop sign for all 
but four classes of legislation:

there is "not 
too pronounced" 


opposition:

|Mires; and conference reports on 
'bill in disagreement between the 
two houses. 


It appeared certain two major 


pieces of legislation would win 
final passage—a bill to raise the 
minimum wage from 75 cents to 
$1 an hour anil a bill to extend 
major government housing pro- 
grains. 


Three appropriations bills re- 


main to clear Congress, including 
the big foreign aid bill.

And in. a show- 
down Eisenhower might not have 
been able to carry through on his 
offer since there might have been 
enough opposition in Congress to 
block his plan.

WASHINGTON «— Singer Dick 


Haym«s, born in Argentina., may 
itay in the United States. 


The Justice Department 
an- 


nounced Monday that it was 
dropping its efforts to deport him. 


Haymes entered the United 


States for permanent residence in 
1937. The government contended 
that he became ineligible for citi- 
zenship during World War II when 
he claimed a neutral status and 
did not aerv« in the U.S. armed 
forces. Haymes said he later was 
classified for military service but 
was rejected for a heart condi- 
tion. 


The government said Haymes 


made himself liable to deportation 
when he went to Hawaii in 1953 
and then re-entered the United 
States "from a foreign port or

tions. Employment is high, wages 
rising smartly, incomes up, and 
stores full of tempting items. So 
people put out cash freely for 
gadgets, homes or services, and in- 
creasingly-buy more on time. The 
very easy payments take much of 
the frightening look out of the 
price tags. 


In the United States, so far, in- 


flation is just something that the 
cautious fear might recur if pros- 
perity induces speculative excess. 
In England it's already back, it's 
foot in the door in spite of govern- 
ment efforts to forestall it. 


Living Costs Jump 


The cost of living has just taken 


a jump there. Retail prices are at 
a record high. And the price of 
coal—a prime budget item for most 
British householders—has just been 
hiked 18 per cent. This week the 
price of steel goes up an average 
of 5 per cent. 


Since coal powers much of Brit- 


ish industry, and steel is basic to 
manufacturing, there is fear that 
higher prices will soon spread to 
coke and the many products made 
of steel, and rates for electricity, 
gas and freight will climb higher. 


Coal production, has declined in 


England. But eager to hold its 
traditional markets, Britain ex- 
ports 11 to 12 million tons a year. 
To make up the deficit and meet 
the demand of its own booming 
industries, it has imported about 
12 million ttms. It prefers to buy 
our coal, for example, than to risk 
Americans capturing its old mar- 
kets. 


Try Checks 


To combat this new inflationary 


pressure, the British government 
is trying to check spending by 
hiking interest rates, squeezing 
credit, and imposing stiffer curbs 
on instalment buying. 


In the United States price hikes 


have so far been confined mostly 
to the primary industrial materi- 
als. Steel, copper, lead, zinc, alum- 
inum and silver have gone up. 
Further pnce hikes are expected 
by some. 


Wages have climbed this year 


much faster and further than last. 


The real threat of future infla- 


tion here seems to lie in the 
chance that so much prosperity 
may foster speculation—may in- 
duce consumers to ignore rising 
prcies and stock up on goods 
bought on time—may cause busi- 
nessmen to build up excess inven- 
tories, to expand their plants too 
optimistically—may lead to excess 
use of credit. 


Barring a spree of over-buying 


and over-borrowing, however, pros- 
perity could be our pleasant com- 
panion for quite a spell yet.
